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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 1 contains the trademark/trade name UCARMAG 527. 
Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 
describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 
USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade 
name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A 
trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods 
themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade 
name is used to identify/describe a polymeric acid and, accordingly, the 
identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Leyrer (5,069,991 ). Leyrer teaches a photoconductive imaging member where the 

charge transport layer contains a polymeric solid acid present in the desired amount 

and of a similar molecular weight (col. 73 lines 2-26). It would have been obvious to 

one of ordinary skill in the art to use any desired polymeric solid acid in the 

photoconductive imaging member taught by Leyrer as well as art recognized 

photoconductive imaging member components such as hole blocking layers, charge 

generating materials, charge transport materials, adhesive layers, etc. for their known 

and intended use in the art because of the direct suggestion of Leyrer toward the 

beneficial use of polymeric solid acids in similar charge transport layers.
